(1) Uhevalusted information reports state that Col* Joszcf VASVARY, 
former 14111 tasy Attache in Belgrade, was chief of VKF/2 (Hungarian Arsay 
Intelligence Section) from 19^1 to 19^3* Reportedly, he was relieved of 
this post because of his excessive pro-German sympathies « He was than 
promoted to general end sent to the Russian Front as Corps Ccraaaader* In 
September 19^5 VASVAHY was reported to be hiding out in Austria end trying 
to contact Baron ABC®, fonzer Hungarian minister to the Vatican, residing 
in Rone# VASVAHY wanted to enlist APQR's support in a plan whereby former 
SZALASI supporters in Austria night be used politically by the British* In 
June 1951 VASVAHY applied for tadgrutica to the United States. There ia 

no indication in Headquarters files as to whether subject ever visited tie 
U.S. In December 19^9 VASVARY headed the Hungarian Welfare Office in Bregens, 
French Zone of Austria and ua3 reported to bo mainteinins close contact with 
General BEEEOUART, the French Coffisandar in Austria, whose family VASVAHY saved 
fraa German arrest in Belgrade in 1941* VASVARY was responsible for establish- 
ing contact between. General BKTKOUART and General iCESBAEHAKI-FAHKAS, JFungor- 
ion refugee leader in the French. Zone. IG^EAHSAKI-FARKAS together with 
General Andres ZAKD end Captain Million KG3PQ2AY, refugee Hungarian officers, 
organized the K0PJAS covanent. Ohio was an anti -Bolshevist group i?ho began 
an active intelligence network in Hungary and aligned itself primarily with 
the French to gain financial export for its activities. 

(2) For year information only: In July 1952 General VASVARY was 

appointed Salzburg representative of the Hungarian National Ccaacil, o 
BGACTRESS supported orgadzstiau. 3ecaose of VASVAKY's pre-French feelings 
and presumably French 15 contacts, BGAC3512S3 opposed this appointment since 
it would allow the FIS to dominate the hey Aaerican-finsaced Council posts 
in Austria through General VA5VAKY, To correct this situation, VASVARY was 
appointed to a c®dy^<a^nted, face-saving post of General Representative of 
Hungarian Refugee Service for oil Austria. This post consisted merely of 
representing the Hungarian National Cccsadtt ee on official occasions, banquets, 
etc* 

(3) la the fall of 1955 VASVARY was the object of a repotrlstton 
attest by Janos DGMAGI, AVH agent and Secretary at the ifrngfl ri a n Legation 
in Vienna* DCMASI brought mail frea VAJSVAHY*© wife and stepson in Hungary 
pleading with him to “ccme tone” • DC&SASI told subject that hs had nothing 

to fear if he reta in ed to Hungary and would ba treated wall. VASVARY reported 
these incidents to the Brogans police. At this time he was natal as a vol- 
untary eemloyee in the Hungarian Welfare Ccsssittoe located ia Bregeas.
